^ EUROPE A N BUDGETS. 

The uneasy state of mind in Europe 
■will be readily understood by a perusal 
of an article comparing the budgets, 
national debts and military expendi- 
tures of European States in 1865 and 
1879, which lately appeared in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung:— First of all, as 
regards' Germany herself, her financial 
requirements in that interval have 
more than doubled. In 18G5 sho re- 
joiced in the comparative innocence of 
making two ends meet with a budget 
of £31,000,000 ; but greatness has its 
oxpeiises, and she now finds it no easy 
task to satisfy the public needs with 
£66,000,000. The heaviest budgets 
in Europe are at the present moment 
those of France and Russia— France 
with an expenditure of some £119,- 
000,000 and Russia with one of £107,- 
000,000, the latter now ranking before 
England by somo £22,000,000. In 
1865 "Russia, like Germany required 
an income of less than half as much. 
Her budget thon amounted to £51,- 
000,000. There is not a European 
State but has increased its expenditure 
3in.ce 1865", the total for all Europe 
havins risen from £39S.000,000 to 
£585,000,000. 

As regards the National debts of 
the different European States, . the 
same may bo said of all, except Eng 
land and Holland, which alone show a 
certain diminution of their debts. Rus- 
sia, especially, has managed to bring 
up hers from a modest £208,000,000 
to the respectable figure of £600,- 
000,000, and she has been closely fol- 
lowed by Spain and Italy, France now 
ranking" first of all; while in 18G5 
England was by fur the most heavily 
burdened, standing before Franco to 
the extent of £250,000,000. Tho total 
debts of tho States of Europe have 
risen from £2,626,000,000 to £4,324,- 
000,000. But the most interesting 
figures of all are those of the military 
expenditure, and they afford much food 
for reflection. Of a total expenditure 
for Europe of £585,000,000, £160,- 
000,000 are devoted to maintaining 
armies. In 1865, of £398,000,000, 
£117,000,000 were devoted to this de- 
partment. Here, too, nearly every 
State has increased its expenditure, 
Germany, Franco arid Russia heading 
the list.' Both, in 1S65 and 1879, 
ho\vcver, Russia and England stand 
first. Russia spent last year £36.000,- 
000, England £-1,000,000 less, France 
£27,000,000, and Germany £21,000,- 
000. In 1865, the German expendi- 
ture on war was estimated at £10,- 
000,000, the Austro-Hungarian at 
£11,500,000, the French at £17,000,- 
000, the British at £27,000,000, and 
tho Russian at £22,000,000. Only 
Italy and Austro-Hungary have since 
then reduced their army expenditure. 

THE CHILLI WHA CK ROUTE TO 
SKAGET. 



Mr. John Buttle, who was a mem- 
ber of the Boundary Commission, and 
is perfectly conversant with the coun- 
try of which he speaks, writes as fol- 
lows to the San Francisco Call. Mr. 
Buttle favors the Chilliwhack (he 
spells it Chilukweyuk) route over all 
others: 

"From San Francisco to Victoria by 
steamer it takes four clays or less; the 
fare, steerage, is ten dollars. From 
"Victoria to New Westminster, one day; 
fare fifty cents and upward, according 
to opposition. From New West- 
minster to the mouth of the Chiluk- 
weyuk River, half a day; fare, one 
dollar. From the Chilukweyuk to 
summit, or Chilukweyuk Lake, twenty 
miles; lake, six miles; fare across the 
lake, one dollar. From the end of lake 
to the Skaget River, where it crosses 
the boundary li»e, fourteen miles. The 
journey from San Francisco to the 
mines can be accomplished in eight 
days. The land travel is an easy grade 
and through timber from the Chiluk- 
weyuk River. This is a portion of the 
old trail from Whatcom to Fort Hope 
during the Fraser River excitement of 
18'58. This way makes the land travel 
about forty miles less than by the way 
of Whatcom, and nearly twenty than 
by the way of Fort Hope; besides, the 
steamer calls at Victoria before leav- 
ing to cross the Sound. Pack animals 
can be taken this way, and there is no 
need of Indians. As there are a great 
many likely to go and "sco the ele- 
phant," I think this is the best and 
cheapest route by which it can be ac- 
complished. I shall be happy to give 
any further information if required.

IRELAND. 
London, March 7. — Tho Duchess of 
Marlborough, writing to tho Lord 
Mayor of London, says tho distress in 
Ireland continues general and in some 
parts is increasing. 

SCOTLAND. 
London, March G. — By a boiler ex- 
plosion in Glasgow yesterday six per- 
sons wero killed and thirty severely in- 
jured. 

SWITZERLAND. 
Vera Sausulitch is at Geneva engag- 
ed on Krapotakine's revolutionary 
journal. 

RUSSIA. 

London, March 7. — A letter from 
St. Petersburg dated the 3rd instant, 
illustrates the condition of affairs there 
by extracts from the diary of a corres- 
pondent, covering the last few days. 
He says that a military attache of the 
French embassy was dragged before 
the chief of police for looking too at- 
tentively at a fortress. A correspon- 
dent called on a friend early in the 
evening, but was refused admission by 
the hall porter. The next day he had 
a similar experience. At another 
friend's residence the only reason given 
by tho porter for his non-admission was 
that the correspondent did not live 
there and so could not go in. The cor- 
respondent says: " Within the limits 
of my own street, which last night was 
illuminated at every window by com- 
mand of the police, I witnessed throe 
quarrels with parties who refused to 
give admission to persons wishing to 
visit friends or relations. In tho ad- 
joining street I witnessed one arrest 
for the same reason. On Tuesday 
there was a violent storm of wind and 
drifting snow, and but few people were 
out. The Emperor in passing from 
the Winter Palace to the usual parade 
at the riding school was escorted be 
Cossacks and followed by one of thy 
district police masters in a sleigh. 
Those who saw His Majesty's cortege 
of course removed their caps ; one un- 
fortunate individual whose sight was 
impeded by a large basilisk over his 
head did not doff his head-dress and 
was dragged off to the police station. 

The Russian Government has engag- 
ed the services of Hyrouse, late chief of 
tho personal police staff of Napoleon 
III. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, March C. — France declines to 
surrender Hartinan, but will send him 
out of the country, Hartman's coun- 
sel has received a .brief against him and 
will shortly publish a memorial in an- 
swer thereto. 

Paris, March 7. — The French Gov- 
ernment has finally resolved not to 
surrender Hartinan, the Russian charg- 
ed with being connected with the Mos- 
cow explosion, and the decision has 
been communicated to the Russian 
ambassador. Hartman will be expell- 
ed from French territory. He will 
probably be conducted to a Channel 
port and will embark for England. 
The surrender of Hartman was refused 
on the ground of insufficient evidence 
of his complicity in the Moscow ex- 
plosion and to his identity. 

Paris, March 6. — The Senate to day 
continued the debate on tiie Education 
Bill. Jules Ferry, Minister of Public 
Instruction, resuming ins speech began 
yesterday, said that the educational 
books of the Jesuits proved that their 
system is dangerous and hostile to the 
institutions of the country. Ferry 
appealed to the friends of tho principles 
of the French revolution to rescue the 
youth from the influence of men con- 
demning tho ideas of modern society. 

Jules Simon said that from the out- 
set he intended to oppose section seven 
of the bill, but it now became a ques- 
tion of defending the first principles of 
liberty. The country must know, he 
said, whether freedom shall continue to 
prevail in .France or not. Simon will 
make a long speech on tho hill on Mon- 
day' next. 

ITALY. 

Rome, March 6. — During experi- 
ments on board the now itonclad Du- 
illio a gun burst after 25 shots had 
been fired from it. The turret was 
slightly damaged, but the machinery of 
tin vessel was not injured and the 
trials were resumed. Ten persons were 
slightly wounded, 

DELAYED J3ISPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, March L — The elec- 
tion commissioners to-day appointed 
March 30th as the day for a special 
election for fifteen freeholders to frame 
a charter for San Francisco. Registra- 
tion begins to-morrow and ends on the 
15th, giving citizens nine days to 
register. 



Anaheim, March 4. — Last Friday 
night A W. Steinhart, cashier of the 
banking house of Davis it Bro. of this 
place, was stooped when going home 
by three masked men, who bound and 
conveyed him to a vineyard in a re- 
mote part of the town, where three 
other masked men were, and with 
threats attempted to get tho combina- 
tion of the vault from him. He re- 
peatedly told them that he did not 
have it; but they kept him thoro until 
2 o'clock Saturday morning and then 
let him go. They did him no personal 
harm. Ho went homo and did not re- 
port the affaii until next morning. 

Last night at about 7 o'clock seven 
masked men rode up to tho store of 
R. L. Crodos and bound the proprietor 
and five men who wero lounging in the 
store. One of the men offered resis- 
tance and was knocked down with a 
revolver by one of the robbers. They 
got about four hundred dollars in cash. 
Nothing was said about the affair until 
this morning, when it was too lato to 
get any clue to the perpetrators. 

San Francisco, March 2. — For sov- 
eral days rumors havo been in circula- 
tion of a transfer of individual interesti 
betwoen the members of tho bonanza 
firm. This evening it is ascertained 
on authority of J. W. Mackay that ho 
has purchasad from J. C. Flood the en- 
tire interest of the latter in the mining 
and milling properties of tho firm on 
the Comstock. Mr. Mackay declines 
te mako a definite statement as to tho 
amount of consideration, but leaves it 
to be inferred that it is in excess of 
§5,000,000. Mr. Mackay evidently 
lias faith in the futuroof tho Comstock, 
as ho states in his opinion its brightest 
day is yet to be seen. Mr. Flood will 
dovote his attention in the future to his 
banking interests and to the improve- 
ment of his San Mateo property. 

San Francisco, Jlarch 3.— Tho pri- 
vate secretary of Leland Stanford, 
President of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Co., and of tho Occidental and 
Oriental Steamship Co., confirms the 
report that tho Pacific Mail gives up 
its China lino to the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific railroads, including the 
steamers City of Poking and City of 
Tokio. 

In tho nssembly to day, after long 
debate, a number of attempts at amend- 
ment and postponement, ft resolution 
excluding Donis Kearney from the 
chamber, and all portions of the build- 
ing under control of the assembly, was 
carried by 40 to 28. 

San Francisco, March 5. — E. G. 
Cotton, a well-known theatrical mana- 
ger, suicided at Alameda last night in 
a vacant lot with a revolver, shooting 
himself in the brain. The body was 
not discovered until today. He 'left a 
letter to his wife saying that money 
matters caused the act. Much money 
was due him, which he could not col- 
lect and pay his debts, and rather than 
be a defaulter, hi! killed himself. He 
lately organized a troupe that went 
through the interior, which was unsuc- 
cessful and depressed him. No money 
was found on his person. 



Gladstone's London Spoocn. 



London, Feb. 28. — Gladstone last 
night addressed a meeting in Mary- 
lebonc, London, in behalf of tho Lib- 
eral candidates for Parliament at the 
next general election. Referring to 
reports that Parliament would be dis- 
solved on the grounds of "obstruction," 
he said he enjoyed a sort of quiet 
triumph in tho fact that the debate 
now progressing in the House of Com- 
mons has deprived the Government of 
that opportunity. Ho said the whole 
thing appeared to have been planned 
by certain Conservative subalterns, 
and seemed a very promising scheme, 
but it had turned out totally different 
from what thoso wiseacres expected. 
The fact was, all parties agreed that 
obstruction is a very bad thing, and he 
was bound to say that tho Ministers' 
proposals were moderate, and that they 
had supported them in a spirit of equi- 
ty and candor, and instead of a storm 
there was in fact very fino weather. 
Referring to tho recent election in 
South wark, he attributed the result to 
Liberal dissensions over local arrange- 
ments and the candidate chosen. He 
said that owing to this dissatisfaction 
a large body of Liberals abstained from 
voting, while the Conservatives polled 
their- full strength to the last man. 
Gladstone said little about foreign poli- 
tics, and what he did say was pitched 
in a verv moderate key. He said he 
was delighted at the prospect held out 
by a recent telegram from India that 
the troops will bo withdrawn from Af- 
ghanistan, and that the affairs of that 
country will be settled in accordance 
with ine wishes of Afghan leaders, 
and that the scheme for sending the 
European Envoy to reside at Cabul 
would be adjourned until the new 
Ameer could himself make a declara- 
tion on tho subject. He admitted that 
the responsibility for England's atti- 
tude on the Turkish question had been 
removed from the Government and 
rested on the shouldei'3 of a majority of 
the House of Commons, but declared 
that the matter did not end there. The 
concluding and principal part of his 
speech was devoted to Irish affairs. 
Gladstone declared ho had no friend- 
ship for Homo Rule, and did not un- 
derstand entirely what it was. The 
unity of the empire and tho authority 
of Parliament, he said, must bo main- 
tained, independently of every consi- 
deration. It would bo to the ad van 
tage and satisfaction not only of Ire- 
land, but to tho whole kingdom. He 
deprecated all angry judgments of his 
Irish fellow-citizens. He could never, 
he said, forget in considering the Irish 
question the unjustifiable, abominable, 
conduct of .this country towards Ire- 
land through many generations; he 
could not forget what temper of mind 
was produced in Ireland by the long 
continuance of this conduct, and lie 
felt it to be his duty to exhort his 
countrymen on every occasion to exer- 
cise patienco and forbearance, and even 
tenderness, in viewing every Irish 



question. In conclusion, he declared 
no higher object could bo presented to 
a Liberal politician than that ho should 
endeavor to combine together the. peo- 
ple of Scotland, England and Ireland, 
three strands of tho great rope- which 
never would be broken, even if it were 
tested and strained by the united 
strength of the world. 

THE TARIFF QTJESTI01T. 

Action by tho House Ways and Means 
Committer 



[Special Dispatch to tho Oregonlaii.) 

Washington, March 2. — Tho house 
committee on ways and means this 
morning virtually decided against any 
revision of the tariff laws at the pres- 
ent session. The first vote was upon 
the adopting of Representative Gibson's 
bill to secure a more uniform collection 
of duties on imported sugars. 

Frye moved to table tho "steel" rail 
bill. This is Covert's bill, providing 
that the import duty on steel rails shall 
bo $10 por ton. The motion was 
adopted. 

Garfield moved to indefinitely post- 
pone Morrison's bill, which provides 
that no duty shall be collected on 
merchandise in excess of 50 per cen- 
tum ad valorem on any article embrac- 
ed in tho following schedules of section 
2504 of the revised statutes and not 
subject to tax under tho internal rev- 
onue laws: Schedule A, cotton and 
cotton goods; B, earths and earthen- 
ware; C, hemp jute and flax goods; E, 
metals; K, wood; L, wool and woolen 
goods; M, sundries, except bay rum or 
bay water and other porfumory of 
which alcohol forms a component part, 
rum, essence, oil, fusil oil or amylic, 
alcohol, opium and all preparations of 
opium and playing cards. Tho motion 
was adopted. 

Groat Britain. 

Mgr. Capel's bric-a-brac, pictures, 
altar-vestments, ifec., after three days' 
sale wero knocked down for £1,700. 

The determination of tho Royal 
Academy to throw open its member- 
ship to women now awaits only the 
Queen's assent to be carried into ef- 
fect. 

Mr. Routh, tho great Cambridge ma- 
thematical coach, has this year attain- 
ed his coaching majority as a trainer of 
senjor wranglers. For twenty-one years 
tho successful competitor in tho Mathe- 
matical Tripos has passod through his 
experienced hands. 

Justice Hawkins, at the Leeds As- 
sizes, remarked on the pleasure it gave 
him that so many had been admitted to 
bail, pending their trial. He thought 
it most undesirable at any time that a 
man should be incarcoratod at all un- 
less in tho execution of a sentence .pre- 
viously passed. 

Mr. Larmor, of St. John's Collegp, 
Cambridge, the senior wrangler of this 
year, was educated at the Royal Aca- 
demical Institution, Belfast, afterwards 
passed through Queen's College, in that 
town, and has combined a London de- 
gree with his Irish ono before attaining 
graduation at Cambridge. 

The Lord Chief Justice, at a dinner 
given by the Mayor of Manchester, 
said in reply to the toast of Her 
Majesty's Judges : — We have heard 
something on the highost authority 
about Imperium et Libertas. May it 
be permitted to a worn-out scholar a 
little to adapt the Latin of that, excel- 
lent sentiment, and say that law and 
liberty would, I think, be a hotter con 
trast, a more real antithesis, and that 
it is, when the grace of liberty is gov- 
erned, as in this country, by the ma- 
jesty of the law, we see both of them 
in their best proportions. (Cheers.) 

The Swazis, who were employed by 
Sir Garnet Wolseloy to execute British 
vengeance on Secocoeni and his tribe, 
committed on that unhappy people the 
foulest atrocities. Orders were given, 
by whom is not said, that the women 
and children should not betaken, "and 
they wero murdered instead." "At 
ono of tho captured kraals the men 
were all killed, the women and children 
were thrown into a heap, and then the 
butchery commenced. Every ono was 
stabbed to death with the assegai, the 
smaller children being tossed about 
like balls."

Supposed Suicide at Portland of a 
Former Victorian. 



A Eemariiaole "Work. 

A work outlining tho Nitlakaparauk or 
Thompson tongue- (the Indian language 
Bpokon between Yale, Lillooet, Cache 
Creek and Nicola Lake,) has just been 
issued from tho St. Paul's Mission Press. 
It i* edited by Rev. J. B. Good, S.P.G. 
Missionary, a gentleman who has devoted 
the best part of his life ,to studying the 
lantruage, habits and characteristics of the 
red" man with the soie object of advanc- 
ing him spiritually and temporally. That 
his task has been difficult we can well un- 
derstand ; that it has been successful is 
proved by the interesting volume boforo 
us. Tho dictionary could only have been 
compiled after infinito care and research, 
and by mingling almost constantly wtih 
the savago tribes to roach the root of 
their tonguo, so to spoak, and reduco an 
unwritten language to intelligent form 
and shape. In many respects tho bro- 
chure is remarkable. The care, the skill, 
the pationco, tho labour, its produotion has 
demanded could noverhavobeenbestowed 
from mercenary motives. The mission- 
ary's heart must havo beou in his wcrk, 
else its accomplishment would havo been 
impossible. With the aid of the little 
work before us no ono would experience 
much difficulty in acquiring a knowlod'go 
of tho Indian language ; and future work- 
ers in tho Nitlakapamuk vineyard will 
find that liov. Mr. Good has made the 
rugged path which ho trod sniooth for 
tlieso who may como after him. Attach- 
ed to tho book is a phonotio Chinook dic- 
tionary, tho most complete of tho kind 
that we have soen. Tho editor is deserv- 
ing of great praise for tho successful effort 
ho has put forth. 

Found Drowned. 

At '3 o'clock on Sunday evening as tho 
stoamer Alexander was leaving Welch, 
Rithot & Co. 'a wharf for Esquimalt hor 
paddles brought a human body to tho sur- 
face of tho wator. Stops were at onco 
taken to placo tho body on shore, and 
when it was landed it was found to bo the 
decomposed remains of a man apparently 
about 50 years of ago. Tho features and 
hands of tho docoased wore gone and it is 
probablo that the body has been in tho 
water for six weeks or two months. Tho 
hiir of tho deccasod was dark and his 
beard gray. His clothing consisted of 
dark pants and vest, tv pilot coat and a 
blue jumper. On his foet were gumboots 
which do not appear to bo mutes. The re- 
mains were convoyed to tho city gaol, 
where thoy were inspected yestorday by a 
numbor of people, but ns yet havo not 
boon identilied. Nu money or papers of 
any description were found about tho do- 
coasod's person, the only contents of his 
pockets being an old clasp pune and a 
wooden pipe. An inquest will bo hold on 
tho body this morning. 

The Death's Hoact, or Sourdough Trail 
to Skasot. 



Tho Seattle Post thus gingorly refers to 
the arrival there of a party of minors who 
woro ten days making the trip from the 
Skaget mines by the Death's Head or 
Sourdough trail:— 

"R. J. Williams and four other minors, 
arrived this afternoon from tho gold fields 
by tho Ohehalis. Mr. Williams said they 
loft tho mines last Thursday week, and 
were obliged to lay over on account of tho 
hoavy fall of snow on Saturday last, mak- 
ing the trail difficult to travel. A largo 
number of miners started from Goodell's 
last Monday, breaking tho trail through. 
Mr. Williams says that Boron's party ar- 
rived at their claim the clay boforo he 
left, and was preparing to commence 
operations by getting out lumber for wing 
dnming. Good prospects woro found on 
Canyon Creek by a number of minors, 
but owing to repeated snow-slides it was 
extremely dangerous prospecting on that 
creek, as also on other creeks. 



Municipal Police Court.

Monday, March 8th. 
Louis, a Hydah Indian, charged with 
assaulting Henry Knight, was discharged, 
but on a aecund charge of breaking a win- 
dow in a house belonging to John Coigda- 
ripe was fined §20, in default two months' 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

A Pugilistic Celestial. — A somewhat 
amusing incident occurred at Esquimalt 
on Friday last wherein the qualifications 
of a local "wash John" for a member of 
tho P.R. , were forcibly demonstrated. 
A case of larceny was being heard at tho 
court house and a number of residents 
had congregated to barken unto the evi- 
dence adduced. Amongst tho gathering 
was a man roputod to bo an athlete 
and a professor of tho noblo art of sclf- 
dofence. Tho Chinaman espied him and 
reminded him of tho existenco of a small 
account for washing. The man of muscle 
pleaded temporary impecuniosity, but tho 
pica did not appear to givo his creditor 
satisfaction. Having left the Court-room 
words onsued between the disputants and 
eventually the Chinaman challenged his 
debtor to settle tho matter by force of 
arms. A fight took placo, and after sev- 
eral rounds tho athlete, finding that he 
was getting tho worst of the affair, took to 
his heels. The Chinaman followed him 
at a lively gait and at each stride assisted 
his opponent's retreat by a well-directed 
kick. Tho affair caused much merriment 
amongst the spectators. 

The Ocean Steamers. — It is announc- 
ed that Goodall & Nelson will run tlioir 
lino of steamers to the Sound, when thoy 
commence carrying the mails between 
San Francisco and Victoria. If the rush 
to the Skaget assumes tho magnitude that 
seems probablo now, .it is also likely 
that tho Pacific Mail will continuo to 
run one or more of their ships to tho 
Sound. There is also talk that if Good- 
all & Nelson put on a lino to tho Sound, 
the Oregon S. S. Company will do tho 
same in retaliation 'for the opposition line 
that Goodall & Nelson have maintained 
botween San Francisco and Portland.

Tho Railway Accident near Seattle. 

The Seattle Post furnishes tho follow- 
ing account of the accident to a coal-laden 
train of 18 cars on the Newcastle-S«attle 
railway, by which Mr. Stewart of Nanai- 
mo lost his life: Tho Denny, engineer 
Wood was drawing tho train, Shearer, 
brakesman, and R. L. Thorno in charge 
of the train; Mr. Stewart was also on the 
train. As the engine and train was about 
one-half tho way across the tressle, and 
as Shearer was five cars away from the 
engine, the bridge began to sink. Ho 
leaped, terrified from car to car until ho 
reached the engine. Tho engineer, glanc- 
ing back, saw the entire train sinking ra- 
pidly. Terrified, ho " oponed her wide 
out," to uso a railroad expression, and 
thus kept the engine from boing drawn 
back and down. Fortunately, a pin broka 
and 17 of the 18 cars in the train went 
crashing tn tho ground below. Tho 
break occurrod at what is known as the 
" Lake trusslo," which at its highest 
point is ninety feot. Stewart wont down 
with the cars, and although falling all 
this distance; among tho coal and cars and 
broken bents, when taken out ho was 
found to be alive. Mr. Williams, of tho 
mines, was on tho train and in leaping a 
distance of about twenty-five foot escaped 
with slight cuts and bruises about tho 
head. As soon as tho injured mon could 
bo got up out of tho gulch, they wore put 
on tho Denny and brought down to Ren- 
ton, where Stewart soon afterwards died.

This fine steamer, built at Seattle Inst 
year for Cant. L. M. Starr, inudo her first 
appearance in British Columbia waters on 
Sunday morning last, when sho arrived 
from Tacoma. Her hull was constructed 
by Mr. J. T. F. Mitchell, the well-known 
Puget Sound shipbuilder, and her ma- 
chinery is from tho celebrated establish- 
ment of Fletcher, Harrison & .Co., of 
New York. She was modeled by Mr. \V, 
E. Collier of San Francisco, has a sharp 
head and elliptic stern and in many 
respects closely 'resembles the steanior 
North Pacific. Hor certificate declares 
her to have a measurement of 472 tons, 
a length of 148 feet and 28 feet beam, 
Hor depth of hold is 8 ft. 7 in. and her 
capacity under tonnago decks 20C tons. 
She has sixteen staterooms on hor upper 
deck and four in the ladies' cabin on the 
lower deck. All aro furnished with every 
convenience and fitted up vory snugly. 
The stair-work throughout tho vessel 
was put in by Mr. Gray of this city. Her 
cylinders arc 30 inches in diameter with 
an 8 feet stroke. On hor voyago from 
Tacoma she proved that sho is not only 
possessed of unusual speed, but is vory 
easily handled. Sho made tho run from 
Tacoma to Seattle in 2 hrs. 8 min. , from 
Seattle to Port Townsend— a distance of 
•40 miles— in 2 hrs. 4f> min., and from tho 
latter placo to this port in 3 hrs. 10 min. 
Sho conios hero to receive the finishing 
touches previous to taking the placo of the 
steamer Isabel on the Port Townaend 
route and will probably bo ready early 
next week. At present, however, it is 
not Capt. Starr's intention to placo her 
permanently on tho route, but only dur- 
ing tho time the Isabol is being repaired. 
But if a subsidy were offered Capt. Starr 
sufficient to induce him to make tri- 
weokly trips between hero and the Sound 
he would haul off tho Isabel and substi- 
tute the Goo. E. Starr. The local Board 
of Trade has already represented to tho 
Dominion Government the desirability of 
moro ' frequent mail communication with 
Puget Sound, and now, whilst tho House 
is Bitting at Ottawa and a good steamer 
available is the timo to supplement the 
representation. 

Contract Signed Botwoon tho P. M. S. 
S. Co., end Ovarian! Railroads. 

New York, March 5. — The negotiations 
between the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., 
and the overland railroads resulted in tho 
completion of a contract by the aoreral 
companies. This was signed to-day by 
C. P. Huntington on bohalf of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, Sidney Dillon, for tho Union 
Pacific. and John Riley for the steamship 
company. The agreement is to continue 
fivo years, and under its terms tho rail- 
road companies guarantee to tho Pacific 
Mail a business of £110,000 a month on 
through tariff. Steamships are to be run 
every fortnight and to each ship the 
railroad companies agree to pay for car- 
rying 600 tons of freight. It is provided, 
also, that the contract shall bo terminat- 
ed only in the event of 'he completion of 
a competing line of railroad, and then 
only after 90 days' notice. 

The Circulation. — The Government 
organ flaunts the statement that it ' 'hai tho 
largest circulation of any paper published 
" in tho Provinco" at the hoad of its 
columns. Everyone who watched .its 
pusillanimous behaviour a month ago 
when refusing to aid the Irish relief fund 
by accepting the challenge of our carriers, 
must know that our contemporary is cir- 
culating a falsehood. It is a limited false- 
hood, indeed, inasmuch as it won't travel 
far or fall beneath many eyes; but tho in- 
tontion i3 to deceive the business public, 
who it must believe are as blind a3 its 
editor who admitted to its columns the 
insulting poetical satire on Mr. Walkom's 
private affairs, concocted by that gentle- 
man's enemies, under tho impression that 
it was directed at Mr. E. A. Jenns.

To whoos hands this book should fall 
into — Please let it bo known that I havo 
Parted from my wife and greaves mo to 
destraction. 1 cant settle to work and I 
cant livo without it. I have sold overy 
thing I had and drank it all. I have made 
up my mind to comit a deed of self de- 
struction which I hope the Lord will havo 
mercy on my sool— for I am actually 
crazy. James Grahamslaw. 

Carpenter. 

No blame on any ono but myself. 

Nothing is definitely known as to 
whether Grahamslaw committed auicido 
or not, but tho facts of his clothos being 
found, tho abovo lottor threatening solf- 
destruction, and his disappearance sinco 
Tuesday night, indicato that he put his 
threats into execution. The probability 
is that ho crawled under the door to the 
edgo of tho slip, and dropped silently into 
the wator, the surface of which was only 
four feet bolow him. Had ho jumped 
from tho edge of the dock the splash 
caused by his fall would have attracted 
the attention of tho watchman. Tho 
river in front of the dock was dragged 
yesterday, but no tracos of tho body could 
bo found. It is thought that domestic 
trouble prompted the deed. The follow- 
ing letter was found in his memorandum 
book (it evidently had been copied and 
mailed,) and shows that his wifo had left 
him on account of his inohrity: 

Sunday, Poutland, Jan. 25, 1880. 

Dear Violet: — I sit down with an un- 
easy mind to write you a few lines asking 
forgiveness for my past unkindnoss to 
you, and I ask you as a favor to meet me 
at postoffico any night boforo Saturday, 
between 7 and 8 o'clock, as I havo some 
money to givo to you. I will bo thero 
every night after this. Hoping you will 
rcceivo this in timo, and I do assure you 
that I am willing to mako reparation for 
what I have dono, and change my ways to 
your satisfaction, for it grieves mo to tho 
hart to think wo have lived so long to- 
gether and then como to this at last. Be- 
hove mo in oarnost, Dear Violet, and I 
assure you, you will havo no causo to 
complain in tho future. I will Join any 
teniporanco society you like if you wish 
me for I am heartily tired of tho way I 
am living and I think you can't be happy 
in a strange house. 

TI now bid you good night hoping to 
meet you some night next wook and I feol 
ashured everything will come right, as 
you have my hart and first lovo. I re- 
main your loving husband.

I admit it has been all my fault rnd no 
ono to blame but mysolf. 

Grahamslaw was a good-natured, hard- 
working Scotchman somewhat addicted to 
drink and worked for the O. S. N. Co. at 
boat building. He has beon boforo tho 
polico court soveral times and finod for 
drunkenness, hut was not considered a 
rough character. — Oiegonian.
